AUSTRALIANS BATTLE JAPS 
DRIVING ON PORT MORESBY 


New Guinea Invaders 


Base After Outflanking Defenders 
and Taking Pass. 


44 Miles From Allied 


-GEN. MacARTHUR’S HEAD- 
QUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA, 
Sept. 10 (AP).—By a series of out- 
flanking movements, Japanese 
troops have fought their way 
across the crest of the rugged 
Owen Stanley Mountains in New 
Guinea and are pushing down the 
southern slopes within 44 miles air- 
line of Port Moresby, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur’s headquarters announced 
today. 

Australian forces, the announce- 
ment said, are battling gallantly to 
halt the enemy advance along a 
narrow trail traversing a series of 
ridges which still lie between the 
invaders and their goal. 

The fighting is proceeding under 
conditions of “extraordinary hard- 
ship‘and difficulty,” the communi- 
que added. 

Allied air units were said to be 
playing an important role in the 
battle, bombing and machine-gun- 
ning the Japanese continually. 
There was no official indication 
of the size of the forces which the 
— —— had thrown into the of- 
fensive, but it was evident they 
were employing seasoned jungle 


tactics. which played such a large 
part in their successes in Malaya. 


The brief announcement disclos- 
ing the Japanese advance said the 
invaders had _ successfully out- 
flanked Australian positions at 
Myola on the north side of ‘the 
mountain range, pushed through 
@ pass and again outflanked de- 
fenses at Efogi on the southern 
side, 12 miles nearer Port Moresby. 


The invaders thus have traversed 
about 16 miles since they launched 
their push from Kokoda several 
days ago and now are considerably 
more than half way across the 120- 
mile-wide arm of Southeastern 
New Guinea, 


The gap through which the Jap- 
anese fought their way across the 
summit of the Owen’ Stanley range 
is about 8000 feet above sea level, 
while the elevation at Efogi is 
about 4600 feet. 


This means that the invaders 
have conquered the most formid- 
able portion of the mountain. bar- 
rier barring their way to Port 
Moresby. They still must cross 
several ridges, none of which is

LONDON, Sept. 10 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill charged today 
that widespread Japanese “fifth 
column” activity may have been 
All-India Congress 
party’s drive for immediate inde- 
pendence, but he told the House 
of Commons that the course of 
events“in India had been improv- 
ing “and is, on the whole, re 
assuring.” 

Churchill's review of the Indian 
situation laid special emphasis on 
the turbulent events of the last 
two months and their bearing on 
the United Nations’ war effort. 


Reporting that nearly 500 persons 
have been killed since rioting and 
other disorders began a month 
ago, he said: 

“The situation in India at this 
moment gives no occasion for un- 
due despondency or alarm.” 

Churchill rejected a proposal for 
a vote to show whether the House 
approved his statement, but sug- 
gested that a full-dress debate with 
a vote might be arranged later. 

He minimized the influence of 
the All-India Congress, which he 
accused: of discarding Mohandas 
K, Gandhi's non-violence princi- 
ples, and asserted that 90 million 
Moslems were “fundamentally op- 
posed” to it—to which a Parlia- 
ment member cried “nonsense.”

Continued From Page One. _ 
thetic rubber production before 
Jan, 1, 1044. 

“Let there be no doubt,” the 
committee said, “that only actual 
meeds, not fancy wants, can, or 
should, be satisfied. To dissipate 
our stocks of rubber is to destroy 
one of our chief weapons of war. 
We have the choice—discomfort or 
defeat. There is no middle course.” 

The members said one note of 
optimism was permissible, how- 
ever. It explained that if the syn- 
thetic rubber program it outlined 
were fulfilled with reasonable ex- 
pectancy it might be possible to 
ease up on rubber conservation 
through gas rationing beforé the 
end of 1943. But until then, the 
committee asserted, “Any relax- 
ation is a service to the enemy.” 


7-Point Rubber Program. 

The committee proposed a seven- 
point synthetic rubber program,’ 
recomending: 

1, That there be no further sub- 
stitutions in present plans. 

2, The immediate authorization 
of an additional 140,000 tons of 
Buna-S production per year. 

8. Immediate institution of a re- 
finery conversion program to yield 
100,000 tons more of Butadiene. 

4, Immediate adjustment in rates 
of construction of present styrene 
and polymerization plants to pro- 
mote maximum production of 
Buna-S in 1948. 

5. Coystruction of another plant 
for making 20,000 tons of Neoprene 
annually. 

6. Erection of a 27,000-ton Buta- 
diene plant to utilize grain and an 
associated polymerization plant to 
produce 30,000 tons of Buna-S, both 
to be placed near the center of 
grain production and construction 
to be started six months hence. 

7. Erection immediately of plants 
to produce 100 million gallons of 
alcohol yearly by use of recently 
developed apparatus, these plants 
also to be erected near grain pro- 
ducing areas and at places where 
water transportation is available. 

Butadiene is one of the basic 
materials from which synthetic 
rubber can be obtained and the 
committee figures that increasing 
its output by 100,000 tons through 
refinery conversion would make 
available an additional 40,000 to 
50,000 tons of the synthetic rubber 
itself in 1943. 

The additional neoprene capac- 
ity was proposed as a military 
safety measure because this syn- 
thetic has been shown to be fully 
equivalent in quality to natural 
rubber for combat and heavy duty 
tires, either by itself or in com- 
bination with buna-s. 

While recognizing there was 
plenty of room for reasonable 
scientific disagreement over Many 
of the processes that are being 
developed for making rubber, the 
committee asserted that the need 
for rubber quickly was too great 
to wait on perfection. 

Accordingly, it suggested that 
the Government go ahead by 
“bulling through” the present pro- 


gram. 

In drawing up its recommenda- 
tion the committee said it had 
tried to find a basis upon which 
“the entire nation can go forward 
together, uniting. our energies 
against the enemy instead of dis- 
sipating them in domestic wran- 
giing.” 

It said it appreciated it was ask- 
ing the public to make sacrifices 
because of mistakes that have 
been made for which the people 
were not to blame. 

The committee took occasion to 
criticise the administration of the 
existing rubber program, accusing 
“responsible officials” of failure to 
request Russia’s aid in setting up 
a synthetic system. This was a 
negligence it said “for which we 
have not had a satisfactory ex- 
planation.” 

It recommended a “complete re- 
organization and consolidation of 
governmental agencies concerned 
with the rubber program.” 

The President, the committee- 
men said, should direct these agen- 
cies to act under the direction of 
Donald M. Nelson, War Produc- 
tion Board chairman, who, in turn, 
should delegate full and complete 
authority in all matters related to 
rubber to a rubber administrator. 

The present administration or- 
ganization is not such, the commit- 
tee said, to assure the effective 
carrying through of the program. 

It said a number of agencies had 
overlapping and confusing author- 
ity and that a “conflict” between 
the Rubber Reserve Co., a sub- 
sidiary of the RFC, and the Office 
of Petroleum Co-ordinator had 
“delayed and complicated the 
bringing in of new facilities for 
the production of butadiene from 


cessfully for more than 10 years, 
the committee observed that, had 
the offer of the Soviet Government 
in February to exchange full in- 
fcrmation been accepted, it was 
conceivable that plants for mak- 
ing synthetic rubber by Russian 
processes might well be on the 
way to completion. 

Yet no detailed information . on 
Russian experiences nor analysis 
of Russian tires have been ob- 
tained, the committee said, and it 
felt that an effort should still be 
made to do so, 


Other Curbs on Driving. 

Amplifying its proposal for fur- 
ther restrictions on civilian use of 
automobiles, the committee said 
that even the curtailment of driv- 
ing which it contemplated would 
be insufficient without intensifica- 
tion of such conservation methods 
as car pooling and sharing of 
rides, and Government purchase of 
extra tires and spares from tho8e 
who do not need them for resale 
to war workers, farmers and others 
who do need .them, 

It said it realized real hardship 
would be suffered by many persons 
through nation-wide gasoline ra- 
tioning and that some industries, 
communities and business pursuits 
would be hit particularly hard. It 
added: : 

“However, the disadvantages are 
outweighed by the necessities for 
a sure, effective method for see- 
ing that essential driving is main- 
tained, 

“Each time a motorist turns a 
wheel in unnecessary driving, he 
must realize that it is a turn of 
the wheel against our soldiers and 
in favor of Hitler.” 


Sums Up Problem. 

The committee summed up the 
rubber problem in this manner: 

“Of all critical and strategic ma- 
terials, rubber is the one which 
presents the greatest threat to the 
safety of our nation and the suc- 
cess of the Allied cause, Produc- 
tion of steel, copper, aluminum, 
alloys or aviation gasoline may be 
inadequate to prosecute the war as 
rapidly and effectively as we could 
wish, but at the worst we still are 
assured of sufficient supplies of 
these items to operate our armed 
forces on a very powerful scale. 

“But if we fail to secure quickly 
a large new rubber supply our war 
effort and our domestic economy 
both will collapse. Thus the rub- 
ber situation gives rise to our 
most critical problem.” 

While the present stockpiles of 
scrap rubber, plus current receipts, 
were held to be sufficient to feed 
rubber reclaiming plants at full ca- 
pacityefor the next 18 months, the 
committee said normal scrap col- 
lection should be continued and 
plans laid for a second intensive 
drive for scrap, probably about a 
year from now... 

Rejecting the doctrine of “sacri- 
fice for sacrifice’s sake,” the com- 
mittee said workers should not be 
expected to live in tents and farm- 
ers trudge miles to market unless 
the situation became so desperate 
there was no alternative. 

But it said-its analysis of the 
rubber on hand and the rubber 
which can be expected “shows that 
at best only enough rubber can be 
made available for civilian use to 
maintain average mileage of ve- 
hicles at 5000 miles a year. The 
present average is estimated at 
6700 miles. Compared with a pre- 
War national average of about 
9000. : 


If additional rubber is to be 
made available for essential civil- 
ian driving, the committee said, 
there should be a sure control 
over rubber mileage and nation- 
wide gasoline rationing would pro- 
vide the quickest, surest and most 
convenient check. 

Retreads for Civilians. 

It recommended that sufficient 
reclaimed rubber, a small amount 
of crude and an increased supply 
of thiokol or other substitutes be 
made available immediately for 
new tires and retreads for civilian 
use. 
Thiokol was described as rubber- 
like material which can be used to 
make retreads with an average 
life of about 5000 miles. The pres- 
ent plans call for production of 
about 24,000 tons a year, which the 
committee said should be expanded 
to 60,000 tons. 

With prompt action, the addi- 
tional capacity can be provided by 
early 1943 and more than 50,000 
tons can be produced next year, 
the report said. Explaining its 
suggested speed limit of 35 miles 
an. hour, it said thiokol retreads 
were serviceable only when driven 
at speeds under 40 miles an hour, 
which “makes a rigid speed limit 
all the more imperative.” 

“It must be clear,” the com- 
mittee emphasized, “that this pro- 
gram is not intended to give every 
citizen the right to drive 5000 miles. 
This figure is an average which 
obviously means that the mileage 
allowed less essential drivers must 
he cut considerably below that 
amount to permit greater mileage 
for more essentia] drivers.

SYNTHETIC RUBBER OUTPUT 
IN YEAR FORECAST BY WPB 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Sept. 10 (AP). 
S YNTHETIC rubber produc- 


tion at the rate of one mil- 

lion tons a year by the end 
of 1943 promises to become & 
reality. 

The figures on production of 
butadiene, announced ‘to ‘the 
American Chemical Society yes- 
terday by Dr, Albert L. Elder 
of the War Production Board, 
indicates that 13 months from 
now the United States will be 
producing butadiene rubber at 
abouf a million tons per: year 
rate. That production is sched- 
uled to come in at least two 
months before 1943 ends, 


(Prewar consumption of rub- 
ber in the United States has 
been estimated at a million tons 
a year.) 

There is some confusion over 
the fact that the million is short 
tons, that is, the: usual 2000- 
pound American ton. Before 
the war it was customary to 
speak of natural rubber in long 
tons of 2240 pounds. But since 
the war, rubber chemists here 
say the two kinds of figures 
have been used indiscriminately 
in semiofficial reports. The mil- 
lion American tons would be 
about 850,000 long tons.

LONDON, Sept. 10 (AP). — The 
Russian air force kept the Allied 
aerial offensive in Europe rolling 
last night by bombing Eastern 
Germany and the Hungarian cap- 
ital of Budapest durihg a lull in 
Royal Air ‘Force operations—pre- 
sumably caused by unfavorable 
weather in the west. 

The Soviet attacks were first an- 
nounced by the Berlin radio, which 
described them as “nuisance raids” 
and minimized their effectiveness. 
A transocean broadcast from 
Berlin, said. Soviet planes came 
over in three waves and dropped 
flares as well as incendiary and 
explosive bombs in Budapest and 
five other places in Hungary. The 
broadcast said the alarm in Buda- 
pest lasted two hours and: that a 
number of persons were killed and 
wounded. 

The German news agency DNB 
said Russian planes “flew over the 
outskirts of greater Berlin last 
night, but “did not drop any bombs 
in the center of the city.” 
The German high command re- 
ported that Russian bombers “car- 
ried out harassing flights” over 
Eastern Germany. The communi- 
que also said some damage was 
caused by. incendiaries dropped by 
British planes over Western Ger- 
many yesterday and last night. 

R. A. F. Attacks Convoy. 
The only overnight activity at- 
tributed to the R. A. F. by the 
British Air Ministry was a bomb- 
ing attack on a German convoy 
off the Dutch coast, which a com-} 
munique said had resulted in one 
ship, the largest of the convoy, 
being set afire. 

Indicative, however, of the tense- 
ness inspired by the two-way aerial 
offensive which the British and 
Russian air forces have been con- 
ducting was the fact that the Ber- 
lin radio, as well as transmitters 
in Budapest, Paris and cities in 
old Czecho-Slovakia, went off the 
air abruptly during the night. 


Budapest long-wave band was in- 
terrupted shortly before 10 o’clock 
when a Hungarian announcer 
broke in with an excited “Atten- 
tion, anti-air defense!” 

Then followed instructions to air 
raid precautions groups, repeated 
at brief intervals. 

Stations in Berlin, Prague, Bra- 
tislava and elsewhere in an- 
occupied territory went off the air. 

Budapest’s Second Raid. 

The attack on Budapest was the 
second which the Hungarian cap- 
ital has undergone since the start 
of the war. Russian planes 
bombed the city for the first time 
last Friday hight and were re- 
ported to have set many fires. 

Last night was only the third 
time this month that R. A. F. 
bombers had not been over Ger- 
many during the hours of dark- 
ness, 

There was no German aerial ac- 
tivity over Britain last night. 

R. A. F. Whirlwinds, Britain’s 
newest fighter-bombers, sank two 
armed trawlers off Cape de la 
Hague, near Cherbourg, yesterday 
when they made their first foray. 

Escorted by Spitfires, the Whirl- 
winds swooped to attack four 
trawlers attempting to sneak from 
la Hague to the Island of 
Alderney. — 

Bursts of cannon fire set two 
of the ships afire and bombs fin- 
ished them.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10 (AP). — 


The Senate Finance Committee to- 
day readjusted individual surtax 
rates fot incomes less than $8000, 
lowering them in the lower brack- 
ets and increasing them in the 
higher. Treasury tts estimat- 
éd the changes would increase to- 
tal prospective revenue by $33,000,- 
000 a year. 

As a result, single persons with 
net income of $2000 or less will 
pay lower income taxes than pro- 
posed under the House bill. 

For those with income above 
$2000 the total tax liability will be 
higher. 

For mdrried pairs without de- 
pendents, the break between high- 
er and lower rates as compared 
with the House bill will come be- 
tween $2500 and $3000 net income 
(before personal exemptions) and 
for married pairs with two de 
pendents, between $3000 and $4000, 

The House bill provided 13 per 
cent surtax on the first $2000 of 
surtax net income, 16 per cent 
from $2000 to $4000, 20 per cent 
from $4000 to $6000 and 24 per 
cent from $6000 to $8000. 

The Senate group set the surtax 
rate at 10 per cent for the first 
$500, 13 per cent from $500 to 
$1000, 15 per cent from $1000 to 
$1500, 17 per cent from $1500 to 
$2000,. 19 per cent from $2000 to 
$3000, 21 per cent for $3000 to 
$4000, 23 per cent for $4000 to $6000 
and 25 per cent from $6000 to 
$8000. 

Such action had been forecast, 
Urges Forced Savings. 
Secretary of the Treasury Mor- 
genthau asserted that the unprece- 
dented volume of war spending 
made “inevitable some form of 

forced savings.” 

He told a press conference he be- 
lieved the best method of com- 
pelling everyone to save a substan- 
tial portion of his income was 
through the “spending tax” which 
the Senate Finance Committee has 
rejected. 

“We are going to spend 80 billion 
dollars this fiscal year, and we 
simply must raise more money,” he 
said. 

“The spending tax,” Morgenthau 
added, “would furnish a strong 
deterrent to spend money. It would 
encourage every man and woman 
to save and to invest in govern- 
ment securities. 

“We are going to have to ac- 
complish this objective sooner or 
later.” 


The Secretary continued that if 
such a proposal were not incorpo- 
rated in the pending tax bill he 
would certainly have to go back to 
Congress early next year and ask 
for substantially the same type of 
legislation. 


Hints at New Taxes, 


Under questioning, Mdorgenthau 
added that even if Congress 
granted all of the tax measures he 
had proposed to date, the size of 
the war spending program made it 
impossible for him to give any 
assurance that still more taxes 
might not have to be requested 
next year. 

Asked about the victory tax ap- 
proved by the Senate committee as 
a substitute for the spending tax, 
Morgenthau ‘commented that the 
victory tax “doesn’t do the job.” 

“It doesn’t take care of the gap 
between the amount of money 
people have in their pockets and 
the amount of things they can 
buy,” he said, estimating this gap 
at between 20 billion and 30 bil- 
lion dollars. 

The spending tax called for a 
flat 10 per cent deduction from 
pay checks with annual adjust- 
ments based on the amount of 
money people saved or used to 
pay debts. Under the victory tax, 
a slightly different deduction of 5 
per cent would be made. 

Morgenthau, who formerly was

Peril to China Supplies. 


The peril to China, if Japan 
should attack now with the end- 
ing of the monsoon, is obvious. 
If the Japanese should take an 
area of about 300 square miles in 
the vicinity of the Bay of Bengal, 
almost the last hope of ever sup- 
plying China’s armies would be 
gone, 

It is admittedly a problem of 
enormous difficulty and delicacy. 
Much of the American ridicule of 
Gandhi has been relayed back to 
India and reprinted in papers 
there. This has done the cause of 
the United Nations no good in a 
country where millions of people 
still regard the little brown man 
as a saint. Cartoons and editorial 
attacks have only served to fur- 
ther the growing suspicion in In- 
dian minds that co-operation with 
the West is impossible. 


Add to this the difficult plight 
of the Chinese and the situation 
in the Far East cannot be regard- 
ed with any optimism either from 
the long run or the short run, 

In Currie’s return from Chung- 
king he visited New Delhi and 
paid a call on the Viceroy, Lord 


Linlithgow. But it was made very’ 


clear that this was only a courtesy 
call, having nothing to do with the 
deep-seated conflict that is so 
threatening to the whole position 
of the white man in Asia.

ficials, technicians and other ex- 
perts performing special services 
in connection with the war effort, 
members of the armed forces on 
special missions and another news- 
paper man. 


Meals Over Atlantic. 


We were provided with refresh- 
ments before we left and on arrival 
and were served two meals in the 
air—no small feat for the limited 
personnel of the plane. Thermos 
containers permit the serving of 
hot drinks, meat and vegetables 
several thousand feet over the mid- 
Atlantic. 

Neutral Eire permits the planes 
which fly over it to keep their 
curtains up. It is indescribably 
thrilling to see the white surf 
breaking on the green and brown 
Irish shores after the long flight 
across the Atlantic. 

As the plane made a landing in 
the spacious waters of Foynes, 
which has become one of the great 
crossroads of the world with as 
many as three planes a day going 
and coming, the door of the plane 
wa. opened and all the passengers 
drank in the fresh, moist Irish air. 
It happened to be Sunday morning 
and a church bell could be heard 
calling the faithful to early morn- 
ing mass. It proved to be the last 
bell I would hear for five weeks 
because all the church bells of 
England and Scotland have been 
silent for many months—being held 
in readiness to toll news of an in- 
vasion, if need be. — 

The plane flew low over the 
Shannon and the fields and hedges 
of Eire. You could see well-fed 
cattle grazing peacefully and people 
jogging along the roads in side 

The war seemed far away as we 
looked down-on Eire but it was not 
long before the curtains were 
drawn again... We were approach- 
ing a nation at war and it is 
hecessary that even the well-inves- 
tigated travelers in planes should 
not gaze from above at Britain's 
sea, air and land defenses. 

We landed at a nameless air- 
port. British representatives in the 
United States had done their best 
to make sure that we were the sort 
of visitors who would do no injury 
to the United Kingdom but the 
security officials who greeted us

After several hours all of us 
and our luggage were deemed fit 
to be admitted and we were taken 


in busses to a train which whisked 
us to London, There we had to 
register with the police who in 
less than five minutes produced 
records showing all of our previous 
visits to England, our places of 
residence and our misdemeanors, 
if any. On the strength of the 
cards issued by the police, we were 
provided with books entitling us to 
food rations, clothing, candy and 
other privileges as well as gas 
masks. , 


Wherever we spent the night in 
England we filled in forms ad- 
vising the police of the number of 
our identity card, our nationality | 
and residerice, the place from 
which we had come and the place 
to which we intended to go. It 
did not take much time and it 
provided the police with impor- 
tant information as to who was 
going where. 


When we left England we were 
submitted to the same careful 
scrutiny. Our ration books and 
identity cards were collected and 
note was taken of our intended 
destination. Carrying many docu- 
ments, . pictures, .books and exten- 
sive notes on my observations and 
conversations, I’ would have had 
trouble taking them out of the 
country had they not been sub- 
mitted in advance of my departure 
to specially appointed censors in 
London, 7 
Efficient. Censorship. 

The censors carefully read the 
notes: despite the wretched hand- 
writing in which some of them 
were taken, marking those pas- 
sages which for reasons of na- 
tional security should not be pub- 
lished It was done intelligently 
and efficiently and with a maxi- 
mum of consideration for the in- 
terest of both the traveler and 
the nation. 


»} A traveler for whose character 
the appropriate officials could not 
vouch would not be permitted to 
take out certain sorts of written 
and printed materials. England 
wants ths enemy to have no in- 
formation which may be helpful 
to him and injurious to the United 
Nations’ cause. 


Once the censors have passed 
material intended to be carried 
out of the country, it is carefully 
sealed in packages and envelopes 
which the wise traveler will not 
break until he has reached his 
destination. Censors and customs 
examiners who scrutinize his bag- 
gage en route respect the British 
seals and permit him to carry his 
precious documents and data with 
him, 

What the traveler sees in war- 
time England will be described in 
subsequent articles.

NOW FOR THE OFFENSIVE. 
That phase of the war in which their enemies’ 
power forced the United Nations to fight on the de- 
fensive is rapidly nearing an end. The world has 
been assured of that by President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Churchill in their latest speeches. In 
fact, on some sectors.the period of the offensive has 


already begun. | 
The place and the time for the all-out attack must, 


to withhold the fact that preparations for the of- 
‘are being made. Indeed, the hard-pressed 


Allied nations will take on new hope from the two 
declarations. And the Germans, leaders and masses 
alike, must be struck with a great foreboding as they 
think of what a real push, with all the resources 
of the Allied arsenals and of Allied manpower be- 
hind it, will mean to them. 

The aim’ in the European area is an offensive 
against Germany, President Roosevelt said in his 
radio adidress Monday night. “There are at least a 
dozen points at which attacks can be launched... . 


made here and in Britain toward this purpose.” 
Prime Minister Churchill spoke similarly Tuesday 
of the preparations under way. ‘He said that the 
enemy “does not know how, when, where, with what 
forces and in what fashion he will be smitten.” Mr. 
Churchill explained that the recent attack on Dieppe 
was not a Commando raid, but a reconnaissance in 
force, “as an indispensable preliminary to full-scale 
operations.” 
These operations were discussed in London during 
10 July days by the military leaders of the two 
countries, it was disclosed Tuesday by both Churchill 
and the White House. Gen Marshall, who said more 
than three months ago that Americans “will land in 
France,” made the overseas journey, together with 
Admiral King and Harry Hopkins, the President’s 
personal representative. With the vast number of 
well-equipped soldiers now awaiting the Forward 
March command in the British Isles, it may be as- 
sumed that the British-American leaders have been 
able to map out a broad and sweeping operation. 
Another conference that has brought the second 
front nearer was Churchill’s visit to Stalin. It is 
clear, from the Prime Minister’s words, that Stalin’s 
words made a deep impression upon him. For in- 
stance, he acknowledges that it is not at all sur- 
prising, in view of the terrifi¢ onslaughts they have 
withstood, that “the Russians did not think we or 
America have done enough to take the weight off 
them.” Also, in relating how he assured Stalin that 
he has good and faithful comrades in this war, 
Churchill added, “But deeds and not words will 
prove that.” 
There was no truer sentence than that in his en- 
tire speech, and there could be no truer words in 
anybody’s comment on the launching of a second 
front. Promises and plans are fine, but they count 
for nothing as compared with action. ° 
It will be bloody action, in which Britain and 
America may suffer losses comparable to those of 
Russia itself. But, to quote Mr. Roosevelt, “The 
power of Germany must be broken on the battle- 
fields of Europe.” Nothing less than a frontal at- 
tack on the Nazis can bring about the downfall of 
Hitlerism, the first requirement for victory. 
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MORE UNION IRRESPONSIBILITY. 

The work stoppage at the vital East Alton plant 
of the Western Cartridge Co. is on about as slim a 
basis as any that has occurred in wartime in the 
St. Louis area. One employe was discharged. In 
order to force his reinstatement, pickets shut several 
thousand employes out of the plant and brought its 
ammunition. production to a virtual standstill. 

This is irresponsibility which would alienate pub- 
lic support of trade unionism at any time. With the 
nation imperiled as never before, it cannot do other 
than exact a price which labor cannot afford to pay. 
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THOSE PARTY PLATFORMS. 

Checking. over the platforms which have just 
been adopted by the two major parties at the State 
conventions in Jefferson City, we note that the 
Democrats pledge themselves to maintain free speech 
and a free press, while the Republicans somehow 
failed to make mention of this historical safeguard. 
We believe in freedom of expression so this in- 
clined us. instinctively to the Democratic banner. 
But then we read some more. The Republicans 
favor a constitutional convention for’ Missouri, they 
favor reform of the criminal and civil codes, civil 
service for State employes, long overdue State Gay- 
ernment survey, and the urgent St. Louis County 
school tax amendment. Inspection of the rival char- 
ter disclosed not a single peep on any one of these, 
This suggested that perhaps the two platforms 
were worth review on a comparative basis. So 
starting all over again we learned that the Demo- 
crats apparently never heard of the governorship 
steal, the intra-party row in the Missouri Supreme 
Court or recent scandalous vote frauds, whereas the 
news of these had by some hook or crook, reached 
the Republicans and moved them to ¢ivic anguish. 
We learned that although the Democrats are very 
eager over winning the war, they did not get around 
to saying anything about absentee voting for Mis- 
sourians in the armed forces. 

Perhaps these were not party platforms after all. 
The question had no more than entered our mind

when the Board of Education chose Philip J, Hickey, 
its secretary-treasurer since 1934, to become Acting 
Superintendent of Instruction after the departure of 
Dr. Homet W. Anderson.

Except for one controversial item, the unit sysa- 
tem, which may or may not prove feasible, Mr.

For ex- 
ample: Merit system throughout the schools, no 
favors for board members, no “palace politics,” a 
State law authorizing teachers’ pensions, removal of 
incompetent teachers, “a thorough house-cleaning” 
in the administrative offices, a better system for 
grading of teachers, adoption of Strayer survey 
recommendations wherever feasible, continued econ- 
omy efforts, open board meetings. 

Mr. Hickey has already begun action to suit these 
words. He has recommended, and the board has 
approved, abolition of the widely criticised district 
principal. system. He has started applying the 
Strayer recommendations to the teachers’ super- 
visors staff. He has recommepded savings to make 
possible a 5 per cent bonus for lower-paid teachers, 
to equal the increase voted by the board for Building 
Department employes. . 

Mr. Hickey has his work cut out for him, as he 
doubtless realizes. The public is going to watch his 
performance closely. Adherence to the fine program 
he has laid out will bring about his announced ob- 
jective: “To restore the public’s confidence in the 
St. Louis school system and get it back on an even 
keel,” .

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A SOUND LABOR ORDER. 

President Roosevelt’s executive order eliminating 
payment of double time rates for work on Saturday, 
Sunday or a holiday, as such, stops an unwise prac- 
tice and brings a rule of uniformity where uni- 
formity is sorely needed. The worker who stays on 
his job for seven days and gives up Sunday as his 
day of rest obviously is entitled to extra considera- 
tion. He will continue to receive it in the form of 
double pay. But the five-day worker who begins his 
week on Wednesday, for example, and then continues 
through Saturday and Sunday, should and will be 
paid only at his straight rate. Mr. Roosevelt’s order 
justifies those who have sought for months to have 
this change established throughout wartime industry. 
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MR. HULEN’S SOUVENIRS. 

C. Marion Hulen, ex-chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, got a hearty laugh at the meet- 
ing this week which elected his successor, Walter 
G. Stillwell. He publicly made this handsome offer: 
“Walter, if you happen to need them, I have an 
asbestos suit and a tin hat which have been well 
tested.” : 

The politicians roared. They well remembered 
how, early in 1941, Chairman Hulen needed that 
protection against the verbal missiles hurled at him 
both from outside and within the party, for his 
part in the attempt to steal the governorship from 
Forrest C, Donnell. 

Hulen might have offered Mr., Stillwell another 
symbol of office, his brief case, but he didn’t. That 
brief case is historic. At the party conference that 
approved the anti-Donnell plot, Hulen pointed dra- 
matically to his brief case and said it contained all 
the evidence needed to keep the Republican nominee 
out of office. Any doubting Democrat was promptly 
reassured: “It’s all in Hulen’s brief case.” Hulen 
didn’t open the brief case, though, and it was ulti- 
mately proved to the satisfaction of the Supreme 
Court that it contained nothing of any consequence. 

It was kind of Hulen to offer Stillwell his equip- 
ment, and also kind of him to keep the brief case. 
For that thing has been a jinx to the party ever 
since it came into the picture. 
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ALL HOPE IS NOT’ IN MACHINES.

The foe who 
bombed London has defenses against bombers. Fur- 
ther, the has large bodies of non-armored forces 
capable of inflicting heavy losses on armored forces 
—be they in the air or on the ground. 

“The force that wins this war,” says the Journal, 
“will be the army with the toughest, best-equipped 
non-armored ground forces, with ample tens of 
thousands of the most powerful tanks for use wher- 
ever they can be used, and equal or greater quanti- 
ties of the best planes——bombers, fighters, every 
needed type, and trained American crews to run 
them. It takes them all to win.” :

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Facts About the Scrap Metal Drive 


How does the steel industry use scrap 
tron and steel? 

For many years, scrap metals have been 
important industrial materials. When steel 
is made, the first step is to make pig iron. 
But pig iron contains a lot of things in 
quantities you don’t want in steel—too much 
carbon, silicon, etc. So, next you refine the 
pig iron into steel. 

There are several different processes, two 
of which use large amounts of scrap as a 
raw material. Scrap is a very important raw 
material for the open-hearth furnaces, 
which make over 90 per cent of our steel, 
and also for electric furnaces, which ac- 
count for 5 per cent. The third principal 
‘steel-making process, the Bessemer, uses 
very little scrap. 


Then the use of scrap doesn’t result in 
cheapening or weakening the steel? 

Far from it. As a matter of fact, some 
of our finest alloy steels are made entirely 
from scrap, , 


Have the Japs or the Germans grabbed 
most of the world’s tron and steel? 

Far from it. Right in this country, we 
have all the iron ore we will need for years 
to come, and we are producing every day 
three tons of steel for every two tons the 
Axis can turn out. 


How about a few figures? 

Our American steel industry has the ca- 
pacity to produce 90 million tons of steel a 
year, Germany can make 24,700,090 tons, 
Italy not over three million tons, and Japan 
about 7,200,000 tons. Add the capacity of 
all the steel plants in Axis-dominated Eu- 
rope, and you find that the Axis controls 
about 61 million tons of steel capacity at 
the most, or only two-thirds as much as we 
have in this country. 


How about our Allies? 

Russian steel capacity is about 21,800,000 
tons a year. Stee] plants in the British Em- 
pire can make 20,600,000 tons annually, 


That gives the United Nations a big edge 
over the Ais in steel capacity, doesn’t it? 


Better than a 2-to-1 lead. 


Then why do we need a campaign to 
salvage scrap steel in this country? 

So that-our steel mills can continue to 
Twoduce the stupendous tonnages of steel 
needed for the guns, tanks, planes and 
ships we are going to beat the Axis with. 


How much scrap is needed? 

The best way to answer that Is to look at 
the record for last year. In 1941, the steel 
industry, smashed its best previous produc- 
tion record by a wide margin, and turned 
out 83 million tons of steel. In doing so, it 
consumed over 45,600,000 tons of scrap. 
And this year? 

Steel production this year is at an even 
higher level than a year ago—at the rate of 
85 million tons for the year. That is as 
much steel as will probably be made this 
year in all the other countries of the world 
put together. 


That is a lot of steel, but isn’t it less 


than what you told me was the capacity of 
the industry? 


Yes, and the reason for the discrepancy 
is that the steel industry simply hasn't becn

buy from the steel industry. The shipbuild- 
ing industry makes ships of steel plate and 
then sells as scrap the trimmings and left- 
over pieces of steel. Another exam?! - 
would be a machine shop sellin its chips 
and borings as scrap. Another important 
source of scrap are the railroads, which 
sell old rails and junked cars and locomo- 
tives. 


Those industries 
scrap, aren’t they? 

Certainly, and. all together they are prob- 
ably disposing of more scrap than ever: be- 
fore. But you must remember that the 
steel industry also is producing far more 
steel than ever before, and needs even great- 
er amounts of scrap. 


But where do I come into the picture? 
I'm no industry or railroad; I’m just an 
ordinary citizen. 

You’re the ace in the hole as far as our 
scrap supply is concerned, You own a-lot 
of steel and other materials. We need the 
things you are not using—things that are 
useless or worn out or broken beyond 
repair. 

I don’t think I have anything like that 
around my place. 

If you don’t have, you’re the exception. 
Just take a look in your basement, or be- 
hind the garage. 

What should I look for? 

Anything made of metal, rubber, burlap 
that is not being used today. Such as an 
old hot water heater, a broken stove, dis- 
carded kitchen utensils, old toys and broken 


sleds, anything like that—no matter how 
rusty or broken. 


Say, I guess I’ve got some stuff at that. 
I’ve been saving it for an emergency. 


This is the emergency you've been waiting 
for, then. 


What shall I do first? 


Look over your place with an eagle eye. 
Get rid of anything you can spare and get 
it into the fight. Procedure varies in dif- 
ferent communities. The best thing to do 
ig to call headquarters of your local sal- 
vage committee, or call the War Board in 
& farm area, and let them tell you what 
to do. (St, Louisans should call MAin 5280, 
Station 374.—Editor’s note.) 

Don’t forget that this salvage drive for 
scrap is nation-wide. You may turn in 
only 50 or 100 pounds, but add that to the 
salvage from all the houses on your block, 
in your town and from all over the country, 
and the pounds soon become tons—millions 
of tons, .

“Seized by the Japanese, with 
other American newspaper men, 
after Pearl Harbor; he was 
thrown into an unheated cell and 
singled out for especially brutal 
treatment. Malnutrition reduced 
his weight from 150 to 75 pounds. 
Gangrene developed in his feet, 
and he was denied medical atten- 
tion till at the verge of death. 
Both his feet are now gone ex- 
cept the heels.” 

Powell is now in the Harkness 
Pavilion of the Presbyterian Hos- 
pital in New York City. He is 
slowly regaining weight, and his 
physicians hope that appliances 
enabling him to walk may ulti- 
mately be fitted to his heels. 

A series of five articles by 
Powell, telling of his own experi- 
ences and of general conditions in 
Shanghai under Japanese rule, was 
published recently in the Post- 
Dispatch and syndicated through 
it to other newspapers.

Cole was killed Jan. 30 while 
diving in his plane to strafe Japa- 
nese military concentrations at an 
airport, the Rev. Mr. Frillmann 
disclosed, adding that reports that 
Cole was shot by a Japanese air- 
man while he was parachuting to 
earth were false. ; 
Howard Said to Be on Way Home. 

He said that James H. Howard, 
the other pilot from St, Louis with 
the A. V. G., is now believed to be 
en route home. 

He called the “Flying.Tigers” “a 
group of fearless adventurers,” and 
said they lost only four men and 
planes shot down by enemy air- 
craft, while the “Tigers” shot down 
312 enemy bombers and pursuit 
planes that have been actually con- 
firmed as lost. He thought it like- 
ly that the “Tigers” actually shot 
down nearer 500*planes, including 
those that were not seen to hit the 
ground. 

The A. V. G. had only 220 men 
in all, and only about 60 pilots and 
53 planes ready for combat when 
America entered:the war, the Rev. 
Mr. Frillman said. 

“The Japanese Zero fighters are 
more maneuverable and just about 
as fast as the Curtiss P-40s the 
Americans used,” he explained. 
“However, the Zero has no armor 
and is not as heavily gunned as the 
Curtiss pursuit planes. 

“Our boys. learned to use the 
heavy noses of their planes to dive 
at 500 miles an hour on enemy 
planes, rake them with machine- 
gun fire, and then fall away into 
dives of 7000 feet or more. No 
plane dared follow them down. 
The wings of a Zero plane would 
come off if they tried such dives.” 
The Rev. Mr. Frillman, a native 
of Chicago, was graduated from 
Concordia Seminary here in 1935, 
and went at once to China as a 
missionary. He is 31 years old, 

Chennault’s Representative, 

He visited the Cole family as a 
personal representative of Brig. 
Gen, C. L. Chennault, commander 
of the A. V. G. In another week 
he said he intends to join the Army 
Air Forces. He expects to serve 
in China as an intelligence officer. 
His first encounter with the Jap- 
anese came in 1938 when the enemy 
troops occupied Hankow, where the 
young missionary was stationed.

had arrived at the training base 
at Toungoo, and the “Tigers” saw 
action first on Dec. 18 over Kun- 
ming, where eight A. V. G. fight- 
ers encountered 10 Japanese bomb- 
ers.

“Our boys had magnificent spirit 
the whole way through,” the Rev. 

“They used 
to gripe a lot about such things 
as mosquitoes, which were very 
plentiful, and about milk shakes, 
which had never been heard of in 
that country, but during times of 
action, they forgot these minor 
discomforts, and seemed very

AMPLE, DIETITIAN ASSERTS 


An allowance of two and one- 
half pounds of meat weekly for 


each person under the proposed ra- 
tioning plan is considerably more 
than needed to keep the average 
family in good health, it was stated 
‘today by Mrs. Mildred Frier, die 
titian and home ecomonics con- 
sultant for family welfare agencies 
of St. Louis and St. Louis County. 
An active working man needs 
more than that amount of meat 
and protein foods each week, she 
said, but where diet includes un- 
rationed protein foods such as 
poultry, fish, beans and cheese, the 
amount of meat can be reduced 
proportionately. 

Office workers require but about 
a pound and a half meat weekly, 
although many eat considerably in 
excess of that amount, she de- 
clared. An average family, con- 
sisting of an active wage-earner, a 
housewife and three children, re- 
quires about eight pounds weekly, 
she said. Under the rationing plan,

He tried in 
vain to communicate with author- 
ities to evacuate patients by air. 
Finally, he asked for volunteers 
for the arduous trek to Java’s 
southern coast. Twelve gritty men 
responded and Dr. Wassell led 
them by automobile over 100 miles 
of mountainous terrain to a tiny 
embarkation port in southern Java. 
Early in March Dr. Wassell man- 
aged to put his party aboard the 
last vessel safely to leave Java's 
shores as the Japanese clinched 
their conquest. For 11 days, as he 
attended wounded and other pas- 
sengers injured by Jap air attacks, 
the fate-blessed steamer ran the 
gauntlet of Jap submarines, cruis- 
ers and- aircraft ‘to a haven in 
Australia.

Make good use of fats in the 
kitchen if you want to do your 
part in conservation and helping 
build up the country’s total fat 
supply. By using the fats that are 
saved from day to day and getting 
the most from them as @ food the 
burden on commercial stocks of 
fats is lessened. 


Properly cared for, fats that are 
saved are good for several pur- 
poses in the regular cooking rou- 
tine. They may be used for sea- 
soning, frying, cooking and * 
some cases for baking. It goe 
without saying that the use of coins 
fats is good home economics as 
well as national economics, 

Fats are perishable. Those you 
save so carefully may turn rancid 
if you do not use them within a 
reasonable length of time. Even 
if you are saving only waste fat it 
should be done properly because 
rancid fat yields a smaller amount 
of glycerine for the war effort 
than that which has been properly 
stored. 

Different Fats and Their Uses. 
There: are plenty of occasions 
when you can make good use of 
these fats. You can use them just 
as fats, or as fat and flavoring 
too, 

Drippings from roasts and other 
cooked meats make flavorful fats 
for seasoning, Put them to use in 


ways that best suit the tastes of 
your own family. Use in grayies, 
for seasoning vegetables, in salad 
in spoonbread.

Rendered suet and ren- 
dered fresh pork also make good 
shortenings ... for pastry, and 
biscuits and other quick breads. 

Making Fats Usable. 

To render any raw fat such as 
suet and fats from poultry, pork 
and lamb, heat it until it is liquid 
in order to separate the fat from 
the ‘connective tissue. Because 
poultry fat is naturally soft you 
do not need to cut it before ren- 
dering, but if the other fats are 
either ground or cut into small 
pieces the fat separates more 
quickly. A small. amount may be 
heated in a double boiler. Cover 
and stir the fat once in awhile, 
As soon as the fat is melted, strain 
it into a container that has a tight 
cover and store it after it is cold. 

Clarifying Drippings. 

Drippings with their characteris- 
tic flavor should be used where 
the flavor is desired. If you want 
it just “as fat,” clarify it by mix- 
ing ct ag water, using twice as 
much water as fat, and boil for 
10 minutes, Stir well and then 
leave it to cool. In the case of soft 
fats, this should be cooled in the

Russians Admit ‘Considerable Losses’ by 
54 of Their Divisions. 


MOSCOW, Sept, 10 (AP). — The 
Soviet Government announced in a 
special communique today that 73 
Axis divisions had been broken 
and routed by the Red Army from 
May 1 through Aug. 31. Fifty-four 
of the 73 divisions were German, 
the rest Rumanian, Hungarian, 
Italian and Slovak units and some 
“Danish Hitlerites,” the announce- 
ment said, 

The term “completely routed” 
was used-by the Russians, who 
said this meant more than 70 per 
cent of the divisions’ effectives 
were annihilated, 

The communique acknowledged 
that 42 Soviet divisions and 25 
brigades (which perhaps would 
equal another 12 divisions) had 
suffered “considerable losses” in’ 
the same period. , 

Nazis Denounced as Liars. 
The text of the communique: 
“The Hitlerites have become 

famous throughout the world as 
first-class liars. Recently the Ger- 
mans have lied so much and have 
become so confused in their’ own 
lies of their war communiques 
that they have stopped even giv- 
ing any figures of enemy losses 
but merely enumerate dozens of 
numbers of Red Army divisions 
which may enter their heads, al- 
leging that they have been de- 
stroyed:in fighting on the Soviet- 
German front. 

“For instance, Sept. 7 the Ger- 
man command made known to the 
world the staggering news that 
from May 1 to Aug. 31 German 
Fascist troops allegedly destroyed 
56 divisions and 39 brigades (Mon- 
day’s Berlin radio broadcasts said 
93 brigades in its summary) of the 
Red Army. In order to give these 
fantastic figures a semblance of 
truth the liars from Hitler’s head- 
quarters enumerated allegedly de- 
stroyed divisions and brigades of 
the Red Army without paying any 
attention to the fact that many 
of the enumerated brigades had 
not even participated in battles 
from May to August, 1942, some 
of them were not on active lists 
of the Red Army and the re- 
Mainder still were fighting stub- 
bornly against the enemy, although 
—* suffered losses on the battle- 

eld. 

“Imagined Soviet Losses.” 

“In order to facilitate the task of 
destroying on paper the Soviet 
troops for the self-consolation and 
deception of the population of Ger- 
many on the question of imagined 
Soviet losses, the German liars ex- 
celled themselves by inventing spe- 
cial formations for the Red Army

Writer Says Summer Op- 
erations Were Definite- 
ly in Favor of Canadian 
Bombers. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 10 (AP). — 
Frank Lowe, Canadian Press writ- 
er, reported from an East Coast 
Canadian air base today that a rec- 
ord covering this summer’s opera- 
tions showed more U-boats de- 
atroyed by bombers off Canada’s 
east coast than Allied surface 
ships sunk there by submarines. 

Lowe said the sinkings were re- 
corded in the intelligence office of 
the Base headquarters. 

“Dominating the room,” he re- 
ported, “is a huge map of Canada’s 
eastern seaboard, dotted with little 
black paper cut-outs, some in the 
shape of surface ships and some in 
the shape of submarines. The ships 
represent craft sunk by enemy ac- 
tion — the submarines victories 
scored by bombers from this base. 

“Encouraging is the fact that the 
black shapes with the conning 
towers out-number the ones with 
the funnels.”

Yours is.the responsibility for cooking appetizing, nourishing meals—for getting the most 
out of your food dollars. Yours is the job of saving on your household budget, so you can keep on 
buying more War Bonds and War Savings Stamps.

thoroughly dried. Ice cube trays can be rinsed with warm water 
Do not fill ice trays too full; Forcible removal of trays with tools 
may be harmful. For greatest efficiency—defrost frequently. Never 
use an abrasive material or a metal sponge to clean any part of the 
refrigerator. 


FIRST — LET'S TALK ABOUT YOUR GAS RANGE 


It’s easy to keep your gas range clean: If any food 
spills on the range, wipe it off immediately with a 
dry cloth or paper towel. Some food acids can destroy 
the glaze of its finish. If the range is warm, use only 
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a dry cloth—if it’s cool, you can use a mild, non-abrasive soap 
and water; 

Modern non-clog top burners need relatively little attention: 
Usually they can be cleaned adequately with a brush. Alaminum 
or porcelain burners should sever be boiled in caustics or solu- 
tions containing soda; Wash them with a mild cleaner, and rinse 
with clear water if a thorough cleaning is necessary: 

Some ranges of older types have cast iron “star” burners. 
Such burners may be boiled in a sal soda solution (1 tablespoon 
of sal soda to 3 quarts of water.) After boiling, the burners should 
be washed in hot soap suds, rinsed in clear water, allowed to 
drain (with the portholes down), and wiped thoroughly dry. 

The broiler compartment and oven should be washed occasionally 
with warm soapy water. If food és spilled during baking, wait for the 


bottom of the oven to cool, then remove tt, and scrub it with a good 


cleanser, or fine steel wool. 
Use a medium flame under top burner cooking utensils to 
prevent excess steaming, spillage, and spattering: The use of low 


temperatures in roasting and broiling meat, reduces spattering 


and minimizes cleaning:

Just about 
all you'll ever have-to do is see that your refrigerator is kept clean 
—outside and inside—and that you store your food properly 
for greatest efficiency. Here are a few suggestions: 

The exterior finish of the gas refrigerator is very durable. 
But care must be taken to see that it is not scratched with finger 
rings, utensils, etc. The outside finish may be cleaned with a damp 
cloth, Occasionally, it may be necessary to use a small amount of mild, 
smooth white soap and warm water. Promptly clean off any grease 
or oil which gets on the outside finish or on the rubber door 


HERE ARE A FEW WATER HEATER HINTS 


If your gas water heater is of the automatic storage 

type, a few quarts of water should be drained fromit 

through the faucet at the bottom of the heater: This 

should be done periodically to prevent sediment 
from accumulating in the bottom of the tank. 

Don’t set your thermostat too high; 130°F. is considered 
generally satisfactory. In coil heaters of the attached installation 
type, the flame should be regulated to extend to the lowest coil 
without actually touching it. 


If the family is going to be away, and you leave the house un: - 


heated during freezing weather, be sure to turn off the water 
heater, and drain all the water. Freezing of water in the coils and 
pipes can cause serious damage: 

Clean the exterior of the heating coil periodically to remove 
any flaky residue caused by improper adjustment of the gas flame: 
A soft brush—possibly an old paint brush—may be used for this 
purpose. 


YOU PEOPLE WITH GAS HEAT CAN RELAX 


Since gas heat is entirely automatic, there is little 
for you to do; The following suggestions, which i 
volve only the normal care which should be given 
any appliance, will assure the continued operation of 


your gas heating equipment at its highest efficiency. 


If yours is a hot air furnace with filters, they should be cleaned 
twice during the heating season. This is a very simple task and 
takes only a few minutes. 

If yours is a hot water, steam, or vapor system, no particulat 
care is needed other than to maintain proper water levels and see 
that flues are cleaned at least once each season:

DIAGNOSIS: Educational] inferiority does occur not infre- 
quently. A child may become so terrified at the original contact 
with reading or mathematics, that she simply goes into a 
mental fog every time she later approaches the subject. My 
oldest son, for example, must have been emotionally upset in 
this manner when he first started to learn how to read, for we 
later noticed that he would become so tense and excited every 
time we asked him to read a story, that he would actually 
become sick at his stomach. As a consequence, we spent sdéme 
time with him, tactfully encouraging a casual, nonchalant 
attitude about the whele subject of reading. He got over his 

terror and now is a fluent reader, which is desirable, for 
reading is the motor that pulls the whole educational process 
along.

IT I8 TOO BAD that Sidney's wife didn’t take herself in 
hand long ago and force herself to read. Never run away from 
a fear that is unwarranted or prejudicial to your best. interests. 
“Ride to the sound of the guns,” is an old cavalry slogan that 
can be paraphrased in psychology to the effect, “March into 
your fears until you become calloused to their terror.” Sidney's 
wife has so many charming characteristics and mingles ‘so well 
socially that she is not a hazard to his legal success. But she 
ought to overcome this poor reading. 

So I suggested’that they spend an hour each night reading 
some but interesting story. Let her read aloud. He must 
not be caustic and hypercritical, however, but be casual and 


gentle in his correction. You cannot effectively destroy one 


fear by arousing another. It requires gentleness to overcome 
fears and those emotional complexes that fetter both children 
as well as adults. ee

No test will tell a teacher what

Every 
hint is precious, but the answer 
lies in the quality of the work, the 
kind hé chooses, the end to which 
he drives it. Only by living with 
the child can the feacher know 
what he needs and how to give it 
to him. 

This is not necessarily an impos- 
sible task. It is possible to give 
a class a lesson and at the same 
time, so adapt, so modify and en- 
rich its values as to give the 
greater group the mental nourish- 
ment it can supply.

ONE CHILD GETS only the 
process in arithmetic; another gets 
the implications of its use to him, 
while still another sees a chance 
for application and experimenta- 
tion in it. The watchful, under- 
standing teacher allows each his 
chance to take what he needs by 
offering the time and opportunity 
for active work to each of them. 

By active work I mean work that 
is suggested to himself by the 
child’s own mind. The lesson that 
does not allow room for thinking, 
and its accompanying action in 
actual experiment, is wasted effort. 
Children grow under their own 
power, not the teacher’s. 

Thig does away with the old-time 
neatly set classroom where every 
child was doing the same example, 
at the same time. It also does 
away with the old-time kind of 
supervision that delighted in know- 
ing what each child in the school 
was doing at a set time. If each 
child in a class is doing exactly 
the same thing at the same time 
every hour of the school day, the 
school ig not set for the growth of 
children, but managed for the sat- 
isfaction of the mechanical-minded 
supervisor for whom there is no 
place in the modern school.

The supervised, regular 
schedule of play, rest and habits is 
also beneficial. | 

The mother who is tired out from 
earing for young children may 
feel worn and irritable; the chil- 
dren sense it and may also feel 
prvous and insecure. It takes more 
will power than some mothers 
have, to avoid crankiness when 
they’re physically tired and men- 
tally bored. 

A brief daily rest, such as an 
afternoon nap, when mother can 
lie down and really shuffle off 


‘her home responsibilities and care 


for an hour, offers a needed op- 
portunity for her to regain some 


of her energy and calm. Early - 


morning rising to prepare the chil- 
dren’s breakfast, and nights dis- 
turbed by a child’s wails make such 
a daytime rest almost a necessity. 

Groups of mothers often form a 
neighborhood “club” and every aft- 
ernoon two or more . members 
watch the collective offsprings.

performs in the body and how it 
goes wrong.

THE THYROID GLAND is lo- 
cated at the base of the néck, is 
divided into two parts which lie 
on each side of the Adam’s apple 
and are each about the size of the 
ball of your thumb. 

It is a highly cellular organ 
which means the cells elaborate a 
secretion. The secretion is absorbed 
by the blood and goes to all parts 
of the body. All secretions do 
something. What does the thyroid 
secretion d6? 

Well, we know pretty well what 
it does, at least we know what it 
does when the gland is normal and 
healthy. It stimulates every cell in 
the body to activity. Cells have to 
be kept up to a certain level of 
activity — the general activities 
common to all cells consist in ab- 
sorbing food, using it, breaking it 
down and sending the by-product 
back to the blood to be excreted. 

Cells also have spécial functions 
— muscle cells contract and do 
work, nerve cells carry impulses, 
etc. But the basal metabolism, as 
the physiologists call it, the break- 
ing up and utilization of food 
product and air is presided over by 
the thyroid gland. 

* * 

YOUR BODY HEAT is what it 
is because the thyroid stimulates all 
the cells to activity: their use of 


chemicals makes heat, just as the - 


use of a fire makes heat by utiliza- 
tion of chemicals. 

That is.why the best test for the 
condition and activity of the thy- 
roid gland,is the so-called basal 
metabolism test. Those of you who 
have ever had it remember it as 
breathing into a tin can back and 
forth. The can is filled with pure 
oxygen and the test consists in 
seeing how much oxygen you con- 
sume in a certain given time. - 

For every person of a certain 
weight and size the amount of 
oxygen used can be calculated 


within quite definite limits. If° 


your thyroid gland is working too 
much, if it is stimulating the cells 
of the body to excessive activity 
your basal metabolism will be up; 
and vice versa,

The bidding is noteworthy for 
only one reason, that despite 
North’s powerful bidding and 
eventual support of South’s heart 
suit, the partnership still man- 
aged to stay out of the slam that 
would have been so easily defeated 
on a spade lead. It is to be feared 
that many players in the South 
position, holding fitting cards in 
partner’s bid suits, would attach 
undue importance to those cards 
and go to the slam. What this 
reasoning would overlook is that 
at no time had North announced 
control of the spade suit. 

This was a highly significant 
fact. North had had the oppor- 
tunity to bid four spades over 
South’s four hearts and had failed 
to. grasp it. Since at this stage, a 
four spade cue bid would have 
been the equivalent of the bid of 
five in another suit, North would 
not have passed up the opportunity 


except with excellent reason. That. 


reason could be only that he had 
neither first nor second round 
spade control to show. 

It may be argued that the part- 
nership might have done excellent 
slam investigating and at the same 
time avoided a losing slam contract 
by employing the 45 no trump 
convention or the Blackwood. But 
from North’s point of view a slam 
did not necessarily depend on aces 
and kings. With North’s great 
strength in three suits, it was en- 
tirely possible that a slam would be 
cold through the sole agency of a 
long heart suit and a singleton 
spade in South’s hand. Thus, North 
directed his bidding toward show- 
ing his actual values depending 
on ,South to bid the slam if he 
actually held a singleton spade.
